There  are  many  kinds  of  pavements 
that  are  poming  in  vogue  at  the  present 
time,  utilizing  many  waste  products  of  fur¬ 
naces,  foundries  aftd  stone  quarries. 
Among  manly  that  come  to  my  attention 
are  the  following  which  may  be  of  inter¬ 
est  : 

“A  new  form  of  stone  pavement  has 
been  put  to  trial  of  late  in  London,  the 
paving  material  being  known  as  grano- 
metallic  stone.  It  is  the  invention  of  Mr 
J.  H.  Bryant,  and  is  a  compound  of  iron 
lag,  crushed  granite,  and  Portland  ce- 
inqpt,  which  is  reduced  by  chemical  treat¬ 
ment  to  a  plastic  state,  as  occasion  re¬ 
quires.  It  Is  said  ^o  harden  quick  y,  be¬ 
ing  tit  for  truffle  within  a  few  hours  after 
laying.  It  is  fireproof  and  waterproof, 
and  is  stated  to  !>e  able  to  successfully 
withstand  a  compressive  strain  of  twenty 
tons  per  square  inch.  It  has  been  largely 
adopted  by  railway  companies,  surveyors, 
and  others  In  various  parts  of  England. 

It  is  reported  to  be  very  low  iu  price,  and 
this  circumstance  alone  should  cause  it 
to  receive  consideration.  Pavings  of  this 
composition  have  been  laid  in  several 
parts  of  Loudon.  It  can  be  i  tilized  withad- 
vantage  for  other  purposes  than  paving, 
such  as  flooring  joints,  in  order  to  render 
them  fireproof,  for  railway  platforms,  and 
for  the  coustrtiction  of  breakwaters,  dock¬ 
yards.  and  in  many  other  ways.
